Pittsburgh Com pany is 
to Build 49 New 
Coke Ovens. 


The Weirton Steel company, an pa’t 
Of Its $15,000,000 improvement pro­ 
gram yesterday awarded a $2,250 000 
contract to the Hoppers company of 
Pittsburgh for the construct ion of ut 
battery of 49 by-product coke ovens. 
These ovens will be added to tho 
battery of 37 ovens now in use at the 
plant, giving tho company a total of 
86 ovens. Construction of the new bat­ 
tery, which will be of tho Becker type, 
will start immediately and be com­ 
pleted in about eight months. 
When tho full 80 ovens are in oper­ 
a tio n the company will produce ap­ 
proximately 1,700 tons of furnace coke 
per day from 2,600 tons of coal. At tho 
present time coal consumption in rte 
by-product plant is 1,000' tons from 
which 700 tons of furnace coke are 
produced daily. 
This coke is used in 
the making of pig iron in the blast 
furnaces. 
Tho new battery of ovens will in­ 
clude apparatus for the recovery of 
by-products, and 
these 
by-products 
will be sold. 
This is in conformity 
with the latest practice in use by by­ 
product plants.

The nut coke which is produced et 
the ovens is now bpir.g sold for do­ 
mestic use. During the recent demand 
for coke of this size for consumption 
In the East, due to the scarcity of an­ 
thracite, the stoej. company sold 
a 
large quantity there, but more recent­ 
ly its outlet has been In the Middle 
West, where it has a more favorable 
freight rate.

Traveling Through The Ether 


Half of the Einstein theory is said to knocked out by experi­ 
mental work done by an American scientist, Prof. Dayton C. Mil­ 
ler, of Cass School of Applied Science, who has been awarded a 
$1 ,000 for his contribution to science. 
Einstein based his theorizing on the original experiments of 
this scientist made 20 years ago with Prof. Norley, of Western 
Reserve university, which failed to show any “drift” of the ether. 
His latest observations, made with better equipment, prove con­ 
clusively, he says, that there is an ether drift, and shows its ex­ 
tent. This is big news to thinking men. 
The main fact proved by Prof. Miller is simply this, which 
anyone can understand: 
The “ether of space” exists, in spite of attempts made to dis­ 
prove it in recent years. 
There is some such myterious substance 
aa philosophers and scientists have long assumed, which fills all 
space, pervades the whole universe, in which all material things 
float and move, and which is the carrier of light, electrictiy and 
other vibratory forces. 
But there a modification of the theory. 
It used to be said 
that, if the ether existed, it was “perfectly elastic,” so that all 
moving things passed through it without friction, leaving the 
ether itself undisturbed. 
Dr. Miller finds that the earth in its mo­ 
tion through space, and presumably all other material things, drag 
the ether with them to some extent, as a wire screen sweeping 
through water drags some of the water. 
He proves this by the way our earth’s motion ♦hrough space 
bends from their straight course light waves from the sun or stars 
and hastens or retards them according to their direction. 
Many conclusions can be drawn, of which these are as inter­ 
esting as any: 
The movement of our solar system through space is far 
greater than anyone has supposed. 
The sun has a speed of 12 
miles a second with relation to the rest of our universe, but the 
whole universe itself is moving 120 miles a second. 
Whither is it moving, and when will it arrive? 
Nobody 
knows that. 
Will anyone ever know?

H u n ted O rd in an ce Turn* U p in 
S andusky, Ohio. 


Sandusky, Ohio.—South Carolina's 
ordinance of secession, missing almost 
from the day of Its adoption on De­ 
cember 20, 1800. came to light itere. 
It is In the temporary possession of 
Common 
Pleas 
Judge 
William 
L. 
Flesinger, who refuses to discuss It 
except to say that it has been an heir­ 
loom in a Sandusky family for some 
years and that, for the time being 
at least, he can only admit that he 
has it. 
It has become known here how­ 
ever, 
that 
Congressman 
James 
T. 
Begg 
of this 
city 
investigated 
at 
Washington 
and reported that 
the 
museums there told him the docu­ 
ment now in Judge Flesinger's hands 
had 
been 
long 
sought 
but 
never 
found. 
* The 
congressional 
library, 
Begg 
said, has made repented requests for 
the loan or purchase of the ordi­ 
nance or a photograph copy of It. 
After Lincoln was elected the South 
Carolina legislature called a special 
session to vote upon secession. The 
meeting was held In Columbia, S. C., 
December 17, 1800, but adjourned to 
Charleston 
because 
of a smallpox 
epidemic In Columbia. 
At Charleston Hie ordinance, de­ 
claring “that Hie union subsisting be­ 
tween 
South 
Carolina 
and 
other 
states under the name of the United 
States of America 
is 
hereby 
dis­ 
solved," was framed, approved and 
signed. 
Neatly hand-lettered In one corner 
of the document is a statement to 
the effect that It was found In the 
house of Doctor Lamb, secretary of 
state, along with other documents by 
federal officers on March 3, 1805. 
The document, which has been re­ 
ferred to as “the cause of the war 
of the rebellion,” is in a remark­ 
ably good state of preservation. 
That some of tile signers were 
nervous 
when they signed Is evi­ 
denced by scrutiny of the approxi­ 
mately 200 signatures on the ordi­ 
nance.

The Presidential Hand 


President Coolidge shook hands with 3,130 guests at the 
White House New Year’s reception, in observance of the good old 
American custom. It is probably worth the trouble, for the proud 
plow it gives the citizens who grasp the presidential hand, and the 
tradition of democracy that it continues. But it usually leaves the 
m aster of the White House with his arm in a sling. 
Anyone who thinks that is not a fearsome ordeal should try 
shaking hands with some friend three of four thousand times in 
rapid succession. True, there is a technique which eases the strain 
somewhat. The public man soon learns that it is fatal to let the 
other fellow get the drop on him, so to speak. 
So he takes the 
aggressive, especially with husky males, and gets a firm clinch on 
the visitor's hand before the visitor can grip his. 
But while that 
procedure saves the host’s hand from being squeezed to a pulp, it 
is hard on his contracting muscles. 
Yet it must be endured. There is no satisfactory substitute. 
Rubbing noses in Chinese fashion might be even worse. 
Imagine 
the state of President Coolidge’s nose after 3,130 rubbings. 
A ruler in ancient times was chosen mainly for his strong 
right arm. Wre haven’t changed much. Shaking hands is friend­ 
lier than wielding a battle-axe or sword, but no easier. 
The boy 
who aspires to be president should start developing his right arm 
and hand. 


Traveling Through The Ether 


Half of the Einstein theory is said to knocked out by exi>eri- 
mentaJ work done by an American scientist. Prof. Dayton C. Mil­ 
ler, of Cass School of Applied Science, who has been awarded a 
$1,000 for his contribution to science. 
Einstein based bis theorizing on the original experiments of 
this scientist made 20 years ago with Frof. Norlc.v, of Western 
Reserve university, which failed to show any ‘‘drift” of the ether. 
His latest observations, made with better equipment, prove con­ 
clusively, he says, that there is an ether drift, and shows its ex­ 
tent. This is big news to thinking men. 
The main fact proved by Prof. Miller is simply this, which 
anyone can understand: 
The “ether of space” exists, in spite of attempts made to dis­ 
prove it in recent years. There is some such myterious substance 
as. philosophers and scientists have long assumed, which fills all 
space, pervades the whole universe, in which all material things 
float and move, and which is the carrier of light, electrictiy and 
other vibratory forces. 
But there a modification of the theory. 
It used to be said 
that, if the ether existed, it was “perfectly elastic,” so that all 
moving things passed through it without friction, leaving the 
ether itself undisturbed. Dr. Miller finds that the earth in its mo­ 
tion through space, and presumably all other material things, drag 
the ether with them to some extent, as a wire screen sweeping 
through water drags some of the water. 
He proves this by the way our earth’s motion through space 
bends from their straight course light waves from the pun or stars 
and hastens or retards them according to their direction. 
Many conclusions can be drawn, of which these are as inter­ 
esting as any J 
The movement of our solar system through space is far 
greater than anyone has supposed. 
The sun has a speed of 12 
miles a second with relation to the rest of our universe, but the 
whole universe itself is moving 120 miles a second. 
W hither is it moving, and when will it arrive? 
Nobody 
knows that. 
Will anyone ever know?
